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Efficiency with Succession Crops 


Pointed suggestions with conspicuous examples—By A. E. Wilkinson 


MHERE ARE many phases of 
efficiency in gardening. Proper 
utilization of the space in the 
garden is one; instead of al- 
lowing 3 feet between crops, 
when 2 feet or less could be 

used efficiently, is a good example. Beets are 

often grown, where horses are used to culti- 
yate, in rows 28 to 36 inches apart; where 
man power cultivates, the rows need be only 

12 to 18 inches apart. In the same way let- 

tuce, carrots, onions, etc, may be improved 

in space efficiency. 

Many gardeners only figure on growing 
one crop in the year. Peas may be planted 
in the early spring, harvested by July 4 ora 
little later and no crop follows. The land is 
left unproductive; in the same way, potatoes 
in many sections are planted in April, har- 
yested in July or early August, and no money 
crop follows. Many other crops may be cited 
where only a portion of the growing season 
jis used and after the cron, the land is 
unproductive. 

Sometimes this is due to the lack of avail- 
able labor, the scarcity of fertiliser, insuiii- 
cient money, or the farmer may not know of 
a market for the product. But more often is 
it not due to the lack of knowledge on the 
part of the grower? How the grower would 
kick if he had $1000 in 





his Irish Cobbler potatoes April 5. On May 
5 the plants were 6 inches tall. The potatoes 
were ready for digging in the middle of July. 
The first early frost in this section generally 
comes in October. My friend, therefore, has 
part of July, all of August and September 
and part of October for the next crop, ap- 
proximately 90 days. He can sow beets, car- 
rots, rutabagers, cabbage, cauliflower, spin- 
ach, lettuce, celery, beans, tomatoes, egg 
plant, peppers, cucumbers, sweet corn, and 
squash with a reasonable certainty that he 
will obtain a second crop, particularly so, if 
some of the plants mentioned, such as cab- 
bage, celery, egg plant, peppers are trans- 
planted seedlings. This grower must be par- 
ticularly careful of the crop he selects, be- 
cause he is entering the dry season in this 
climate. it may be better for him, therefore, 
to grow sweet corn, squash, cucumbers, egg 
plant or peppers in preference to some ot the 
others mentioned. 

Another neighbor has lettuce that has been 
planted outside since April 1. It was started 
in tie hot bed in February and large 2-inch 
plants transplanted outside. As it only re 
Guires 40 to 45 days of good growing weather 
on the average, to mature head lettuce, he 
should have had heads to sell May 20, but the 


coid spring set him back 10 days to two 


It generally requires from 60 to 70 days from 
seed to harvest. By August 1 to 15 the beans 
are entirely harvested, ground replowed, har- 
rowed and marketed, and Golden Self Blanch- 
ing celery planted. Here are three 
from the same land in one year, in rather a 
cool climate. 

Another combination he uses is spinach in 
the fall, wintered over, harvested in the early 
spring. This is fdllowed by Golden Seif 
Blanching celery. Other crops are beets, fol- 
lowed by celery or carrots, again followed by 
celery. Onions from seed are sown in April, 
and ready for harvest in late August, in 
ample time for a crop of spinach. If the 
market is not particularly good for spinach 
in the fall it can be wintered over and sold 
the following spring. 

At times this winter spinach, harvested in 
the spring, is followed by musk melons, the 
latter being cleaned up in time for a crop ot 
spinach. Of course, Mr Wrigley enriches his 
land by heavy applications of manure, prop- 
erly balanced by artificial fertilizer. No one 
can reasonably expect success from such in 
tensive cropping unless the plants have an 
abundance of properly balanced plant food. 
Mr Wrigley uses 40 tons of stable manure 
per acre annually. He uses acid phosphate 
at the rate of 500 pounds or more an acre, de- 
pending upon the crop 
to be grown. He further

But still the grower 
may have from one to 
10 acres of land, each 
acre worth from $50 to 
$500.

two or three months of 
the vear. Is this not 
similar to the funds in 
the bank?

Keeping Garden Land Busy Throughout Growing 


a crop of peas in Johnny’s garden. The photo- 


plants where only one 
was produced previous- 
ly, but how can this be 
applied in the every day life of the busy 
vegetable garcener? Concrete examples of 
garden efficiency as applied to the utilization 
of the growing season are shown in the in- 
stances following: Gardeners in Erie coun- 
ty, N Y, transplant their early cabbage out- 
side, from April 5 to 10, even under adverse 
Weather conditions at times. The cabbage is 
ready to harvest in 70 to 90 days from trans- 
planting. I have been in Eden on June 20 
when truck load after truck load of early 
cabbage was being put up for delivery that 
night on the Buffalo market. The crop is en- 
tirely out of the way in two or three weeks. 
Do you think the gardeners in that beauti- 
ful garden of eden, as I call it, allow the land 
to remain idle the balance of the year? Most 
certainly not; they are efficient gardeners, 
and as soon as one crop is taken from the 
ground, another is planted or transplanted in 
the soil. Second crop tomatoes are frequent- 
ly grown, following the cabbage. There are 
Many other crops that can be used later 
potatoes, beets, carrots, endive, kohl-rabi, 
cauliflower, peppers, cucumbers, sweet corn, 
all can be grown profitably. Here in Atlan- 
tie county, N J, one of my neighbors planted

weeks. The lettuce was entirely sold by 
June 10. He then has 120 days of good grow- 
ing weather ahead. Jeans are used. They 
require from 60 to 80 days for maturity. They 
will be out of the way in time to plant a third 
crop and he will plant spinach and turnips or 
lettuce again or perhaps an early variety of 
cabbage, thus making his efficiency threefold. 
Nine -Acres and a Living 

One of the best examples of efficient suc- 
cession cropping is that on the farm of G. P. 
Wrigley, a well-known market gardener of 
Chemung county, N Y. Mr Wrigley’s farm, 
in the eves of many farmers, would be con- 
sidered too small to bother with, only nine 
acres in size, but by knowing his business he 
is able to make his farm 25 crop acres in size. 
One of Mr Wrigley’s finest combinations is 
radishes, planted in April. I have been there 
when he was plowing out frozen ground, and 
in less than a day the radishes were planted. 
From May 10 to 20 these radishes are 
ready for market—pulled, bunched, washed 
and sold. While this is being done the ground 
is replowed, fertilized and a crop of beans 
planted, as the conditions are ideal for beans.

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Do Lightning Rods Protect? 
K. J. T. EKBLAW 

Some writers would have us believe 
that unless a lightning rod installation 
maintained in an almost 
degree of perfection, 
presence on a building is a menace 
rather than a protection. Unfortu- 
nately this has led many people to do 
without lightning rods. Any lightning 
rod is better than none, provided the 
fundamental requirements are proper- 
ly taken care of. 
The method of 
most common is 
terminal point 
sharp aerial terminal 
nected to the conductors and 
on the most prominently projecting 
points of the structure upon which the 
installation is made. In certain coun-

tries in Europe, another system is in 
vogue, known as the “contour” sys- 
tem, in which iron wire, or sheet iron 
bands are laid along the contours of 


the roof of the building and connected 
to make as complete a network as 
possible. The latter type seems to be 
a little more eflicient, but it is much 
more expensive, 


The lightning rods or conductors 
may be of various forms, either solid 
rods, flat bands, stranded twisted 


eables, woven stranded ribbons, or hol- 
low twisted cables of various shaped 
cross sections. In general, it is held 
that they should have as large an ex- 
terior surface area in proportion to 
the cross-sectional area as possible. 
This is usually accomplished by divid- 


ing the material of the conductor up 
into small wires and weaving them 
together, or rolling it out into a thin 
sheet and then shaping it to rod-like 
form. 

Copper and@ iron are the two mate- 
rials used almost exclusivel in the 
construction of lightning conductors 
Sometimes these two materials are 
used in combination, though the elec- 
trolysis resulting from such combina- 
tion has ind to be rapidly de- 
structive I h ypper alone or iron 
ilol sh 11 sed: one is just about 

s good s the her 

\ll parts of the wiring should be 
‘ ects up into one big system. No 
blind ends or stubs should be left un- 
erounded. The joints should be made 
erv set nd the contact made as 
perfect as possible The conductor 
should be tirmly fastened to the build- 

@ instead of insulated from it as is 
sometimes done The purpose of the 
conductor is to take the lightning 
charge away from the building, and 
this is prevented if it is insulated 
from it 


The design and arrangement of the 
points is a matter of great im- 
They may be either single 
or multiple, solid in construction or 
shell-like in form. The solid type is 
more to he recommended because it is 
not so likely to fuse. Most manu 
facturers plate the tips of the points 
with nickel, gold or platinum to pre- 
vent corrosion; the first metal mem- 
tioned is just as satisfactory as either 
of the others, and is much less expen- 
sive. An aerial terminal should be 
erected at every projection of every 
roof of the buildings, and it should be 
securely anchored so that it will not 
be blown down by heavy winds. 

A necessary adjunct of any success- 
ful system of lightning conductors is a 
properly installed earth connection, It 
is extremely vital and should never be 
slighted in the qualifications of perma- 
nent moisture and permanent con- 
struction. Usually a very good earth 
connection can be made by connect- 
ing the system to underground metal- 
lic water piping. by means of a sol- 
dered joint. If this is not available. a 
copper plate buried in the ground be- 
low the depth of permanent moisture, 
may serve as a ground plate.
